LOSBON, September 27.—Tbe chief 


iiem of English BOWS is the Nizam of 
Hydrabad'a splendid gift of $400,000 
for tbe purpose of Indian defense. Such

mitted to G. F. Becke-r, the geologist 
then in charge of the Pacific D,vision 
of tbe United Stales Geological Survey, 
which is, that if fissure-s and caves oc- 
cnr bnlow, in deeper and unexplored 
Kiouurl, similar to those thut have been 
discovered above, there can be no satis- 
factory leasons why ore should not be 
found nt such depths also. The main 
fissure in Ruby Hill has a dip of about 
70 degrees, and the face of the quartzite 
dips lowaids it at nbout 40 degrees. No 
S'gns of tbe lis&ure euteiing the quartz- 
ite had been observed up to the time 
that the United Htatea Geological Sur- 
vey was completed, and it was not ex- 
pected thiit it would do so until much 
greater depth would be attained.

ried, and be.iring this in view, Prof. 
Clarence King gives the opinion that 
oie may be found in tbe qnaitzite by 
dt-1 per tixploriition, and that there is no 
leu&ou why it should not bs.

thut there is no place that ho has visited 
thut presents moie intei ebtuig geological 
features th«u Eureka Dibtnat and its 
surroundings, and it is a pity that the 
pnnci(.'al companies ou Ruby Hill do 
not ugree lo Bid one another in sinking 
tbo Lneun bhiift, and explore to deter- 
mine wht-thei or not large bodies of ore 
exist in the ground at greater depth.
